The Model MS-6020 features several software subroutines 
which allow the user to communicate with the plotter/printer 
on a command level to utilize various new hardware fea¬ 
tures. Some of the new hardware features are a 120 hard¬ 
ware character generator with upper- and lower-case 
characters, character slant, bold face character option, 
and a special hardware character bypass option that allows 
special software fonts or symbols to be utilized when spe¬ 
cial functions are desired. All software is designed to be 
FORTRAN callable for quick application development — 
utilizing junior level programming personnel to aid in reduc¬ 
ing development cost for the users. 

The Model MS-6020 is primarily a graphics plotter with 
page-printing and composition capabilities. It converts 
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computer-generated data into alphanumeric characters or 
graphical plots, which are displayed on the face of an 
ultra-high-resolution CRT and then recorded on microfilm. 
The system is well suited for business graphics, charts, 
composition of line-printer printimage tapes, and engineer¬ 
ing scaled drawings. The Model MS-6020 features a real¬ 
time, general purpose computer which provides for stand¬ 
alone micrographics capabilities.
